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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



Claims 3, 4, 6-8 and 10 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A catheter for heat 
exchange comprising an inner tube within and outer tube, both tubes defining heat exchange 
fluid flow paths, and a plurality of hollow fibers having walls defining lumens for containing the 
heat exchange fluid sealingly coupled to the first and second heat exchange lumens. The catheter 
also includes a seal tube disposed on the catheter inner tube, near the proximal end of the hollow 
fibers, forming a seal with the distal end of the outer tube and the proximal end of the hollow 
fibers. The inner tube is movable relative to the outer tube and such movement changes the 
orientation or configuration of the hollow fibers.
